DEATHS SIMILAR TO 


THOSE GASSED IN WAR 


Scientists Discourage Rumor 


That Hidden €as During 


War Is Cause.

Terror-stricken inhabitants of 
the Meuse valley today shut 
themselves and their livestock 
tight within their houses, doors 
and windows closed and cracks 
chinked up to keep out a mys- 
terious death-dealing fog which 
has covered the district for five 
days. 


Sixty-four deaths were count- 


ed in eight villages. In every inT 
stance the end was the same, a 
choking as of asthma or asphy- 
xiation and a sudden succumb- 
ing, with death throes much like 
those of soldiers of the great war 
who, 
unprovided with masks, 


died in gas attacks. Others, un- 
counted, were in hospitals seri- 
ously ill. 


Various theories were ad- 


vanced to account for the visita- 
tion, which it was feared would 
assume much wider proportions. 
One of the most striking was 
that of Prof. J. B. S. Haldane, 
eminent British scientist, who 
said it was "something like the 
'black death' " the mysterious 
plague which ravaged western 
Europe in the fourteenth cen- 
tury, laying low one third of-the 
population. 
' 


Scientists practically 
-aban- 


doned the theory that poison 
gases, emanating from buried 
German 
ammunition 
dumps, 


was the cause of the deaths, 
which were regarded as spread 
over too wide an area for such to 
be the case. 


For 72 hours an extremely 


heavy fog has hung over the 
valley and peasants 
groping 
their way through the dense 
clouds of mist have died hi sud- 
den and horrible asphyxiation. 


At first it was believed the 


casualties were caused by the 
choking mists aggravating res- 
piratory complaints 
but the 


magnitude^ of the epidemic has 
brought fears that poison gas is 
responsible. 


It is known that great quan- 


tities of German war materials 
are buried around Liege, where 
most of the casualtes have oc- 
curred and some persons believe 
this to be responsible. 
Others 


lay the trouble to some noxious 
by-product of 
an 
industrial 


'works which has mixed with the 
fog and drifted slowly down the 
air currents of the valley. Still 
others believed a secret store of 
'poison gas has been loosed in 
some manner and authorities 
are working frantically to deter- 
mine the exact cause. 


Panic has seized the villagers 


of the region who have fled to 
the shelter of their homes and 
in many cases have packed in 
their live stock to save the ani- 
mls from the unseen but deadly 
threat.

Usually the 6,000 Miles of 


Roads Have 150 Miles 


Detour in Winter. 


Indianapolis, Ind. Dec. 6—Only 


15 miles~of detours prevail on 
Indiana's 6,000. miles of state 
roads, it ,was revealed today hi 
the state highway commission's 


ffic bulletin issued from the 


office of John J. Brown, director. 


Slightly more than half of this 


detour mileage will be eliminated 
by January 1, the bulletin said. 


State highway officials pointed 


out that never before in depart- 
ment history was such a record 
established. Usually 100 to 150 
miles of detour routes are main- 
tained throughout the winter. 
While the commission built more 
pavement and bridges this year 
than usual, the drought at the 
height of the construction season 
enabled •wjork to proceed without 
interruption, and is largely re- 
sponsible for contractors com- 
pleting all projects,-they say. 


All state road surfaces are in 


excellent condition and virtual- 
ly all the larger cities of the 
state may be reached on pave- 
ment, the report points out. 
Maintenance forces are well 
equipped to handle emergency 
conditions and with large fleets 
of snow plows at strategic places, 
prepared to combat the elements 
that generally in late December 
and early .sprang fill highways 
withrliuge-'show- drifts,-r;"- -L -i;

§35,000,000 to Hoover's

Washington, December 6—(A. 


P.)—Inter-party co-operation, on 
the emergency relief legislation 
today, at least, seemed a strictly 
congressional affair, with the" 
White House left out. 


Party leaders in. the senate 


showed what cooperation meant 
to them by getting together on 
increasing from $25,000,000 to 
$60,000,000 the president's recom- 
mendation for relief to farmers 
of the drought states. 


This, the first measure of the. 


emergency program, goes before 
the senate next Monday, with the 
unanimous approval of the \agri~ 
culture committee given to the 
larger figure. Senator McNary, 
chairman of the group and as- 
sistant republican leader, placed 
tils name on the measure. Demo- 
cratic Leader Robinson warned 
there would be. a floor fight un- 
less the $60,000,000 prevailed. Im- 
mediate consideration and pas- 
sage within the week will be 
sought. 


Rumbles of revolt in party 


ranks became less loud in view of 
these developments, but a fuller 
test of the cooperation pledge 
given by democratic 
chieftains 


appeared in prospect during the 
debate of the bilL - 
In the house'agriculture com- 


mittee the parties did not get to- 
gether" that way.

PREDICTS DEFICIT 


FOR FISCAL PERIOD 


Report Also Carries Vein of 
Optimism for Future Busi- 


ness of U. S. 


\Vashington, Dec. 6 <AJP.)—It 


looks more than ever as though 
Mr. Taxpayer will have to pay 
one .per cent more on this year's 
income than on the last. 


Secretary Mellon sees it that 


•way. His annual report, ad- 
dressed today to Congress, pre- 
dicted a $180,000,000 deficit when 
the fiscal year ends next June. 


While making no recommen- 


dation, the Treasury head re- 
called pointing out a year ago 
that continuance of the one per 
cent reduction then made would 
depend on the revenue prospects 
this month. These now -indicate 
that the temporary decrease can 
not be continued during the cur- 
rent year." 


Contrasting with the deficit 


forecast, the 1930 fiscal year sur- 
plus was $183,789,215. Every bit 
went toward retirement of the 
public debt, which stood at $16,- 
185,308,299 when the year closed. 


Calculations on the future led 


to a request for legislation mak- 
ing possible refunding opera- 
tions, which would aim at put- 
ting all or part of the national 
debt on a lower interest rate 
basis if money conditions justify 
Mellon asked that the loan law 
be amended with the object of 
granting the Treasury -complete 
freedom 
in determining the 


character of securities to be is- 
sued" in any refunding, and to 
allow eight billion dollars in new 
bond issues to be put out as a re- 
funding operation, which woulc 
retire like amounts of older 
debt. 


Further, Ms report' repeated a 


recommendation that Congress 
free income taxpayers who buy 
federal securities from liability 
for the payment of income tax 
on the realization from such in- 
vestments. That would give na- 
tional paper the same exemption 
status as that now held by state 
and municipal borrowings. 


The Secretary foresaw .some 


changes in the form of paymenl 
hitherto received from foreign 
governments by the 
United 


States as a result of war loans 
sajong: 


-It is reasonably certain thai 


the December interest payments 
on account of foreign debts wil 
be paid in cash, and it is quite 
possbile that this may be equally 
true in June. It is impossible to 
forecast 'what method of pay- 
ment foreign debtors may elect 
though it is entirely possible that 
part of the interest payments 
will be made insecurities." 


If the deficit materializes, it 


will be the first' time a surplus 
has been missed since 1919. Mel- 
lon looks to 1932 to bring back a 
favorable balance, to the extent 
of $30,600,000. The estimates sel 
the income tax revenue then at 
$2,260,000,000. or $70,000,000 more 
than expected this year. 


As another evidence of ex- 


pecting better business in the 
year starting next July first, the 


estii 


customs receipts for that time 
would be $110,000,000 greater 
than the $502,000,000 expected 
this year. The latter estimate 
represents a drop of $85,000,OOC 
under the 1930 figure. Miscella- 
neous taxes are expected to bring 
$623,000,000 this year and to in- 
crease by $53,000,000 in the next. 


The estimate that $3,834,865,- 


243 wouH be collected by the 
government this year was $400,- 
000,000 smaller than the estimate 
submitted to Congress" a ' year 
ago. 


"The earlier estimate did not 


take into consideration the one 
per cent income tax reduction 
and was made at a time when it 
was impossible to appraise the 
severity of the business depres- 
sion then in its early stages," Mel 
Ion said. -Reduction in that es- 
timate was made necessary by 
subsequent developments in in- 
' dustry and commerce, as well .as 


in the security market, which in- 
dicated that both corporation 
and individual incomes would be 
smaller than had been antici- 
pated; and by the effect of such 
developments on the volume of

"I have never believed . that our form of 


government sould Satisfactorily, Solve economic 
problems by direct action — could successfully 
conduct business institutions. The government 
can and must cure abuses. 


"What the government can do best is to en- 


courage and assist in the creation and develop- 
ment of institutions controlled lay our citizens 
and evolved by themselves from their own needs 
and their experience and directed in a. sense of 
trusteeship of public interest." 


These statements were made in an address de- 


livered a few weeks ago by President Hoover and 
<3ie great majority of the American people, re- 
eardless 'of their political faith, are in -agreement 
with them. Our government was founded on the 
principal that the government ought not try to 
do for the people the things which they can best 
for themselves. We prospered and grew into a 
great nation by the application of these .princi- 


And yet, -despite the fact that they are 
ples. 
still held toy the igreat majortiy of the American 
people, there is a constant agitation on the part 


- of a well organized minority to make the people 


wards of the government, by constantly increas- 
ing the power and authority of the federal gov- 
ernment over business, with the evident aim of 
building -up- a paternalistic government in the 
United States. 


The paternalistic idea -of government is of 


course, the "father and son" idea, with the state 
serving 'as the provident father and the indivi- 
dual citizen as -the trusting child. If this sort of 
government is effective at all it can only be -ef- 


fective where "the government Is ah autocracy 
Just as the parent is the dictator of the family 
policies, so long as the children are unable to 
take care of tftfemselves, so the government must 
have dictatorial power. 
r 


But in the United 'States we have -had, since 


the- founding of the republic /a representative 


. government 'in which the people rule and have 


the final say. In this form of government the 
paternalistic idea has no part. The best govern- 
ment so far as the economic life of the people is 
concerned, is 'that which permits the people to 
work out then- own domestic problems in line 
with the idea quoted from President Hoover in 
the quotation above.

Washington, Dec. 6 — (A.P.) — 


The deficit expected by the ad- 
ministration at the end of this 
fiscal year will be at least $355,- 
000,000. 


This figure has been arrived at 


by adding the appropriations for 
unemployment and farm relief to 
the routine expenditures which 
alone will account for the $180,- 
000,000 deficit estimated in the 
president's budget message. 


It was figured also on the basis 


of $25,000,000 for farmers' seed 
loans. Should the $60,000,000 fig- 
ure advanced in congress prevail, 
the deficit would total $390,000,- 
000. Any further 
not included in 


appropriations 
the president's 


recommendations 
to 
congress 


would, of course, push the figure 
still higher. 


The administration considers 


the budget 
recommendations, 


and supplementary relief expen- 
ditures advocated, reach the lim- 
it to which tiie government may 
go without 
increasing 
taxes. 


There is a distinct disapproval of 
suggestions that money be bor- 
rowed for relief financing, the, 
sentiment being based on a the- 
ory that this would take up capi- 
tal which is needed urgently by 
private enterprise. Upon the lat- 
ter a large share of the relief 
burden is expected to falL 


Additional information on the 


building program advanced by 
jthe president is that many of the 
i projects included already have 
been advanced through the pre- 
liminary stages so actual employ- 
ment of labor can begin as soon 
as the money becomes available 
or contracts are let.

BEEFCUTTLECLUB WORK 


IN COUNTY COMPLETES SUCCESSFUL YEIB

Seventeen 4 H Dairy Calf club 


members in five townships of 
Rush county completed a suc- 
cessful year's work in the Dairy 
Calf club project. This number 
represents thirteen members, en- 
rolled for a second year's work, 
with four enrolling this year for 
the first time. The two entries at 
the Indiana State Fair belonging 
to .Mary Louise Hinchman, and 
Marlin -Crun-bath- Of'Washiiigton' 
township placed third and first 
in their respective classes. These 
two members attended the na- 
tional Dairy Show with their 
club entries. 


All three classes at the county 


fair were full with a total of 23 
head of dairy 4 H club' entries in 
the dairy club show. 


The calves in the club in the 


vast majority of cases, by their" 
milk and butter fat production 
at maturity, have proven the 
good judgment of the extension 
forces of the Indiana Condensed 
Milk Company in their selection 
of calves. According to Lawrence 
Wright, who has charge of the 
extension work in connection 
with the Milk company, they 
seek to develop the dairy indus- 
try of the county by sponsoring a 
constructive junior dairy pro- 
gram in the county. The policy 
of placing high class Jersey sires 


convenient to all-members is a 
part of this dairy program. Mem- 
bers are encouraged to keep rec- 
ord of production during the first 
lactation period of the heifer by 
a cash award upon completion 
of the record project. 


A review of agricultural statis- 


tics for the county of the TJ. S. D. 
A. 1925 indicates 6,134 head of 
dairy cows and heifers in Rush 
county with an average-3 plus 
head per farm, indicate a greater 
relative importance for .dairying 
over beef animals. The beef anP 
mals as indicated by this same 
census average 1.7 head per 
farm on the 1775 farms of the 
county.

prising alike to the farmers and 
to "big business." It is all the 
more surprising when it is taken 
into 
consideration that 
the 


farmers in this state organized 
for cooperative buying and sell- 
ing less than ten years ago and 
that during this period have 
passed through the most trying 
experiences which have ever be- 
fallen the agricultural industry. 


It is a tribute to the \flghting 


spirit of the farmer and a proof 
of his sound business judgment 
that, collectively; their coopera- 
tive movements have been placed 
on a sound business basis and 
they made immense gains in vol- 
ume of business transacted dur- 
ing a period when many old es- 
tablished 
business 
enterprises 


have shown losses in volume or 
have been forced to the wall. 
The most satisfactory evidence 
of the success of the farm bu- 
reau business lies in the substan- 
tial dividends which have been 
returned to the members to the 
form of purchase refunds. 


The ten departments are now 


doing an annual business to ex- 
cess of fifty million dollars. 


More than $840,000.00 worth of 


fertilizer was sold during the 1930 
spring season and $109,129.78 
was returned to farm bureau 
members in the form- of refunds.

American farm bureau federa- 
tion will undertake to memorial-

In essence, the plan is to tax 


.real estate on the basis of its 
learning capacity rather than on 
iits capital value. 


By making the income from 


personal services, including sal- 
;aries and 
professional 
fees, 


iequally responsible with proper- 
ty for the (financial support of 
jthe government, the plan would 
distribute the tax burden equita- 
jbly and directly to ^every house- 
hold in America. 


Sam H. Thompson, president 


of thetfederation, says state sys- 
tems of taxation, with jtheir em- 
phasis on the property tax as 
jthe main source of public funds, 
are responsible for a portion .of 
prevailing lawlessness and indif- 
ference to good government. 


"Dependence on the general 


property tax," he says, "almost 
wholly exempts the majority of 
.citizens from direct taxation. It 
is inveitable that citizens of any 
community who pay no direct 
taxes should be careless ,of the 
.quality of their public officials 
and of the administration of 
jtheir fiscal systems. 


"Equal opportunity to enjoy 


ihe benefits and privileges of 
stable government requires the 
participation in the costs of 
^government hi some proportion 
to ability to contribute to such 
costs." 


Roughly, the farmer pays in 


taxes about $28 out of .each $100 
of gross income whereas persons 
fa other kinds of business pay 
only about $7. 


Agriculture is less able to pay 


taxes on the same values than 
any -other great industry, 
Thompson says, .because it gives 
the farmer lower average returns 
(both in money and money value 
of commodities consumed, for his 
jlabor and property than any 
other business.

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To Feed or Not to Feed 


Indiana Authority Tells 'How He Solves the Annual Question on His Rush Co.unty -Farm 


(This Story by Courtesy, Indiana Farmer's .Guide.) 


By T. A. Coleman 


At this tune of the 


year 
many 
Indiana 


farmers 
are 
asking 


themselves, "Shall I feed 
cattle this whiter or 
shall -I not?5* They are 
.watching outlook -reports 
and market fluctuations, 
if they finally decide to 
feed cattle, they are de- 
bating 
whether 
they 


shall follow -the" larger 
crowd and feed baby 
beeves, 
whether 
they 


shall feed heavier steers, 
or whether they shall 


the cheaper grades 


arid feed butcher stock. 
The answers to the 
above questions are not 
easy. So many things 
may happen. Sqme of 
the other iellows may 
decide to do itoe thing 
that I .decide to do and 
the sale period may find 
conditions 
altogether 


unsatisfactory. Elements 
of .chance ,enter largely 
into such a program and 
too often #16 a^irmatiye 
decision is made at a tune .when 
selling price is ^ow and .because 
of the losses sustained we stay 
out of the business the next .two 
or three years when it might 
have been profitable. It is our 
opinion that successful farming 
eliminates all business hazards 
and establishes itself on a sound 
and permanent production pol- 
icy. With that to mind and be- 
cause of our peculiar farm set- 
up, we '.have assembled by pur- 
chase hi the beginning and by 
the addition of heifers from the 
present cows, a herd of 15 beef 
cows from which we annually 
produce a crop of calves to be 
fed .each whiter. These cows are 
maintained for JJie most part on 
rotated 
pastures during the 


grazing season, on stalk pastures 
during the fall and early whiter 
and on nonsalables the rest of 
the year. They receive gram only 
a few weeks .before and after 
calving. Seven of the cows are 
pure-bred and registered Angus, 
the 
remainder 
being 
grade 


Shorthorns. The Angus cows are 
the progeny of two cows pur- 
chased several years ago when 
the prices were very low. The 
Shorthorn cows are the progeny 
of tw^cows.originally purchased. 
The heifers have been produced 
on the_farm at very little cash 
outlay. Jt is our practice, to feed 
the heifers during the first win- 
ter quite liberally to give them 
an opportunity for full develop- 
ment. After that they take then- 
places hi the herd and are treat- 
ed as indicated above. Records 
show that it costs approximately 
$25 per year to maintain an indi- 
vidual .on "this plan. Each farm 
has a couple of Jersey cows for

use .of the men. These cows are 
bred to the pure-bred Angus bull 
and the calves go in with the 
others to be fed. 


With this plan in vogue, our 


beef cattle problem is not of an- 
nual concern. At the present 
time and for the past two 
months our calves have been on 
alfalfa pasture, nursing their 
mothers morning and evening, 
with a light grain ration. With- 
in the next month they will go 
to the barns for permanent 
feeding, to be sold sometime near 
May 1. They usually weigh 
from 850 to 950 at from 14 tcK15 
months of age. We know now 
that, .barring accidents, we will 
have 19 calves to feed in the fall 
and winter of 1931-32, and so on. 
Our farm equipment, our crop 
production, our general farm, op- 
erations take cognizance of these 
facts. With the low costs of 
keeping the cow, the calves go to 
the feed lots at reasonable pri- 
ces. With a quality sure there is 
great uniformity. We find this 
one of our profitable farm enter- 
prizes. 


While the farm ordinarily is 


designed for maximum hog pro- 
duction, because .of, cattle and a 
flock of 40 to 50 ewes, we are able 
to utilize a great deal of the non- 
salable roughage " .each 
year. 


•With adequate -breeding herds, a 
good bull, a good buck and a 
good boar we are strictly on a 
good production basis and not an 
"hi and outer." Chance is elim- 
inated as far as possible. We 
have an opportunity to study and 
practice economic production. 
We have uniformity and quality 
in the animals sold. We are not 


.concerned as to the market pri- 
ces of feeders, or whether we 
.shall feed calves, mature cattle 
or butcher stuff. Of course, the 
above program will be gradually 
modified from year to year hi 
harmony with agricultural con- 
ditions, but in the main it goes 
on. As the fertility of the soil 
increases the crop production we 
expect io add to our breeding 
herds, maintaining 
them 
at 


maximum numbers.

The 
Terre Kaute, Indianapolis and 
Eastern Traction Company has 
abandoned feo Danville, Martins- 
ville, Crawfbrdsville and Lafay- 
ette divisions. If other lines are 
to be retained for service in their 
respective territories, it is evi- 
dent that they must receive a 
fair patronage. 


C. T. Dehore, President of the 


Indianapolis and Southeastern 
System serving farm communi- 
ties southeast of Indianapolis ex- 
pects his companies to tide over 
the economic troubles and start 
on the up-grade again in the 
near future. 


Passenger, express, freight and 


livestock transportation, togeth- 
er with the sals of electric power, 
to several thousand customers, 
comprise their sources of reven- 
ue for operation. Mr. Dehore re- 
marks that if he can induce a 
few more farmers to ship their 
stock, a few more, merchants to

The principal activity of the 


social and educational 
depart- 


ment is its cooperation in the 
townships with the farm bureau 
tmits in the making of meeting 
programs and hi arranging for 
the social hours at regular farm 


bureau meetings and for special 
meetings of various kinds. 


The I. F. B. felt the need of a 


home guard to attend the detail 
of the organization arid com 
munitvife for which the me 
had not the time nor the special 
attitude necessary.
